Electric Power Plant of the said 
Town. 

Whereas it is considered to be 
desirable and nécessary that the 
Town of Lacombe, aforesaid, bor- 
row for the above mentioned pur- 
pose. the sum of $8,000.00 te. be re- 

id in the manner hereinafter set 
orth, 

And whereas it is expedient that 
the said proposed indebtedness of 
$8,000.00 be made repayable dur- 
ing the period of twenty years 
from the date upon. which this 
enactment takes effect and bear in- 
terest at the rate of 7 p.c. per an- 
num and that the said principal 
sum along with interest thereon at 
the rate aforesaid be made repay- 
able in twenty equal aggregate 
yearly instalments of $755.12 each 
as to both principal and ‘nterest 
during the currency of the afore- 
said period of twenty years. 

And Whereas the amount of the 
whole rateable property in the 
said Municipality according to 
the last revised asséssment roll 
thereof is $271,731.00.

terpret his generalities. In British 
affairs we have no such detailed 
knowledge of the situation, and 
cannot instinctively sense his 
meaning; and we are bewildered 
and puzzled by his vagueness and 
by his omission of a few clarify- 
ing sentences at a critical mom-- 
ent. 

To realize full the significance 
of Sir Robert’s statement of July 
31st respecting Imperial preferen- 
ce, account must be taken of a 
fact set forth in the London pap- 
ers, t¢ywhich we here in Canada 
have given only cursory attention, 
viz., that for two months the Aus- 
tralian prime minister Mr. Hughes 
who was in England nominally as 
a member of the Imperial confer- 
ence, had been conducting a whirl-

As the London News remarks it 
was ‘‘difficult to deal faithfully 
with Mr. Hughes in England 
without seeming to be discourt- 
cous to Australia,’’ although there 
was reasonable assurance that Mr. 
Hughes was doing a gross injus- 
‘tice to Australia in thus represent- 
ing the commonwealth as desirous 
of dictating to Britain. The 
speech of Robert Borden, “there- 
fore came at a critical moment, 
and his emphatic reassertion of 
of the doctrine of non-interference 
of the Dominions in the fiscal pol- 
icy of Britain, and his definite re- 
pudiation in the name of the Can- 
adina people of any desire for Im- 
perial preference at the expense 
of the people of the United King- 
dom. had the effect of a thunder- 
ing &pudiation of the Hughes pro- 


paganda in Jingland, however 
tame and evasive it may have 
sounded at home, 


But he did more than this, Mr. 
Bonar Law and Mr, Walter Long 
bad made declarations as to the 
government policy of Imperial pre- 
ference in such a way that’ the 
plain man reasonably assumed 
that matter had been discussed by 
the Imperial conference. Sir Ro 
bert by promptly announcing that 
the subject of preference had not 
been before — the linperial 
war conferenge, and that these 
recent declarations ‘‘{ssued from 
the British goverument only as a 
statement of the domestic policy 
of the United Kingdom,’’ reduced 
the whole discussion of Imperial 
preference to its true dimensions 
as a phase of the political strategy 
of the British tariff party. Thus, 
what seemed tame and = namby 
pamby declaration at home, was @ 
clear and unequivocal declaration, 
and was so interpreted in Eng- 
land.. Timed as it was it had a 
direct bearing on the large issue 
of the League of Nations and was 
widely interpreted overseas as an 
istheation of the temper of the 
Candian people in this war and its 
solution, 

In the hght of all this we can 
now read correctly the full mean 
ing of Sir Charles Hibbert Tup 
pers’ caustic criticism of the pre 
mier and his description of his 
London speech as ‘pamby-pamby’ 
The namby-pambluess’’ vonsisted

The only feature of the situation 
to be criticized is the failure of 


correspondents to make us at home 
aware of meaning of “the speech, 
and of the failure of the premier 
to speak more freely Saturday, 
when he should have realized the 
local misconceptions -which were 
largely responsible for the storms 
of criticism of his absence. We 
have plenty of Northeliffe prop- 
aganda coming over the wires, and 
columns of eulogistic piffle from 
the Canadian editors about ship- 


and gold plated banquets; but so 
little real news that when our pre- 
mier makes a declaration affecting 
our Imperial relations, we have no 
nformation with which to connect 
it, and have to flounder in puzzel- 
ed bewilderment for a month, dur- 
ing which feeling boils and sizzles 
and unconfirmed criticism hard-- 
ens into definite public opinion.

About the Sabbath 


Editor of the Globe: 

Kindly allow me to correct as 
far as I can any wrong impression 
that your readers may have ob- 
tained from the letter of Rev. H. 
Young of Morningside published 
in your issue of August 14th, 1918. 

The article is entitled ‘‘The True 
Sabbath.”’ Reverend Young im- 
plies that the Seventh-Day Adven- 
ventists have no Bible authority 
for the observance of the sev- 
emth day of the week as 
the Christian sabbath in the New 
Testament dispensation,, and that 
the observance of Sunday, the 
tirst day of the week, is fully just- 
ified by the wording of the fourth 
commandment of the Decalog. 

Seventh-day Adventists like oth- 
er professed Christian bodies, re- 
gard the Bible as their guide book 
and are trying to-do their part in 
uplifting humanity from the mis- 
ery and degradation resulting 
from sin. We have no condemn- 
ation of the motives of our good 
neighbors who keep Sunday, or 
who have other church practices 
contrary to ours. We claim no 
monoply of honesty and we make 
no claim that membership of the 
Seventh day Adventists Church 
insures salvation. We distribute 
Bibles. (we do not publish Bibles) 
We teach the Bible everywhere as 
we understand:it. We do not com- 
pel anyone to accept our view or 
to join our church, but if they 
join our church they are required 
to observe the seventh day of the 
week as a day of rest. I do not 
know what Brother Young means 
by his quotation ‘‘The Letter Kill- 
eth, but the spirit giveth life.’’ 
Surely not that the spirit of the 
commandment is different’ from 
what it plainly says. He challen- 
ges us to cite any chapter or verse 
that says that the sabbath of the 
Decalogue is the seventh day of 
the week. He says all that is re- 
quired is one day of rest following- 
ing six days of labor and that .v- 
servance of the first day of the 
week fulfills the command. If 
God’s command is so _ indefinite, 
then he will surely admit that Se- 
venth-day Adventists observe one 
day after six days of labor, and 
first-day observers have no right to 
ask them to observe a particular 
day if the Lord has left it so in- 
definite. We agree with Brother 
Young that the great institution 
of the Sabbath stands unchanz>1 
forever. But we cannot agree 
with hm when he says that the 
week and the numbering 
of its days has been or can’ be 
changed. The names of the days 
of the week have been changed 
and are of comparatively modern 
origin. Sunday was formerly con 
nected with heathen worship and 
was never identified with the 
fourth commandment by any writ- 
er for centuries after beginning 
of the Christian Era. The week 
of seven days depends for its or 
igin upon the Bibile history of 
creation and the institution of the 
Sabbath. The Bible Sabath is the 
eventh or last day of the week 
and every time the seventh day is 
mentioned in the Bible it is” the 
seventh day of the week unless it

is stated that it is the seventh day 
of a feast or season. There is no 
such thing as an eighth day of a 
week although there is an eighth 
day of a feast or of any period, 
having in it eight days or more. 
Numbers 31:24 to which Brother 
Young refers speaks of the seventh 
day of the period of purification. 
Brother Young seems to have 
great contempt for the evidence 
of the calender in use - at present 
all over the world. No changes 
in the calender have in any way 
affected the order of the days of 
the week. Unfortunately, for 
Brother Young's contention, the 


order of the days of the week and 
its identity with the order in 


Christ’s day is attested by three 
competent witnesses who have 
no selfish motive for telling the 
same story. First, the intellect- 
ual civilized world aecepts with- 
out question the order shown by 
the caldender. Second, the Jews 
scattered all over the world have 
continuously adhered to the an- 
cient Sabbath of Isracl and they 
everywhere agree that the seventh 
day of the former dispensation 
now falls updu the day commonly 
called Saturday: Third, the Chris- 
tian Chureh in most of its bran- 
ches commemorates the crucifixion 
on Good Friday and the resurrect- 
ion on Easter Sunday. Luke 23;- 
54 says that Christ died on the 
preparation day, or the day before 
the Sabbath, and that as soon as 
his body was places in the tomb, 
the disciples rested the Sabbath 
day, according to the commeand- 
ment. But, the day between Fri- 
day and Sunday is the day ealied 
Saturday, which our calender also 
identifies as the Seventh day of 
the week. If Brother Young 
should succeed in getting the 
world to change the calender, he 
he would then have to change the 
new Tastament to harmonize with 
his new calender. He admits that 
the first day of the week is only 
mentioned direetly eight times in 
the New Testament. He thinks it 
is very significant that ‘‘in every 
single case where this reference is 
not to the ressurection it is to the 
assembling of the Christians, or 
to some part of worship, giving, 
preaching or breaking of bread.’’ 
As six of the eight references to 
the first day of the week refer 
specifically to the ressureection, we 
will only examine every single one 
of the remaining two. One — is 
Acts 20:7. Paul certainly preach- 
ed on that occasion all night. The 
meeting is apparently mentioned 
because one of his congregation 
went to sleep and fell out of the 
window and Paul raised him from 
the dead. The context gives no 
comfort to the theory of first day 
Sabbath observance. It appears 
that Paul arrived in Troas on the 
first day of the week, but found 
no meeting of the church arrang 

ed for, so he waited seven days 
and after the regular Sabbath 
services, remained for an evening 
mecting Saturday night. On Suan 

day moruing, he continued his 
journey on foot. It) was Paul's 
custom to preach every Sabbath 
in the synagogue or elsewhere 
and that both Jews and Gentiles 
attended jis Sabbath services. 
(See Acts 1S: 42-44; acts 16:13; 
Acts 17:2; Acts 18-4.) The Gent

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Very Light 


With the Canadian Forces, Aug. 
27-—Our casualties during the day |™ 
at the battle of Arras were light 
being less than the total number of 
our prisoners, This was especially 
so on our right, where the chiof 
obstacle was overcome by a turn- 
ing movement, Netiville Vitasse 
thus falling into. our hands with 
practically no loss. On our left 
the valley of the Scarpe and the 
formidable position of Monchy-le- 
Preux took a larger toll. Casual- 
ties on the opening day were light 
precisely because the whole was a 
complete surprise. Captured Ger- 
man documents indicate that an 
attack in this sector might be an- 
ticipated and then follow the usual 
warnings to commanders for vilig- 
ance and tenacity. But the enemy 
has lost, his keenness by successive 
‘blows. His intelligence servicé for 
the moment at least seems to have 
broken down. It is likewise im- 
possible to animate ‘tired troops 
and thinved ranks with the spirit 
of die in the last ditch. On the 
other hand, every veteran of the 
Canadian force is possessed with 
the ideas of its invincibility and 
glows with pride when he sees the 
beloved force is honored by being 
employed as picked shock troops, 
and thus as he goes over the top, 
he is certain beforehand of success 
because he knows the enemy can- 
not any longer put into the fields 
units capable of resisting him. He 
pities even the stripling prisoners 
untimely drawn from their gyma- 
siums. With sure feet he goes 
from victory to victory. All this 
makes for light casualties. There- 
after the enemy’s resistance stiff 
ens. He gathers his reserves and 
concentrates the artillery, though 
to do so must expose himself on 
another part of the crumbling 
front. ag 

Casualties among the stretcher 
bearers evacuating the wounded 
from our centre and right were 
disproportionately heavy because 
the enemy was able to bring to 
bear a heavier artillery fire over 
the captured ground from his art- 
illery position north of the Searpe. 
The Canadian ambulances carried 
on with complete disregard to its 
own losses. The true soldier spir- 
it animates these alleged  non- 
combaant services.. Take the ar- 
my service corps. The modern 
army fights on petrol, which means 
thousands and thousands of lorr- 
ies to bring up ammunitions, ra- 
tions and all the needs of the figh- 
ting line and to each man a driver 
and a spare man to carry on if the 
driver becomes easualty. It is 
not easy getting around a muddy 
battle field. The too conspicuous 
motor car is taboo, but the lorries 
are everywhere. The fare is no- 
thing and the transfer privilege 
unlimited. Stealing rides on this 
particular lorry were several men 


going eagerly forward to fill a 


gap in, the ranks. Suddenfy a 
shell burst to the left and another 
to the right. The Tommies tum- 
bled off the Lorrie. The driver 
looked behind at them trudging 
along in the mud. 

‘This here lorry is loaded with 
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dimtiunition and ‘when the ‘sheds 


begin to fall those blokes got off 
in a hurry,’ he explained a trifle 
bitterly, ‘‘Maybe that lot was 

married men and if their number 
was up they wanted the missus to 
get a bit more of them -than a 
trouser button, which is about all 
they’d have to show if the old 
hooker went up.’ 

There is an incident illustrating 
the spirit of the Canadian force.

captured,

Hun Writer Suggests Alliance 
With Russia. 

Copenhagen, Aug. 28—Revision 
of the Brest-Litovsk peace treaty, 
which shaH- secure for Germany 
an alliance with Russia and the 
Asiatic block attached to Russia 
is advocated by Geo. Bernhard, 
political writer in the Vossische 
Zeitung of Berlin.. After declar- 
ing that all German offers of peace 
have been rejected by Great Brit- 
ain, the writer says: 

‘‘Their acceptance can be count- 
ed on only if. England’s position 
on the political chess board is ren- 
dered such that there is no course 
for her but that of acceptance. 
The vital idea of the new German 
policy must hence be directed to 
ward the creation of a group of 
powers which will have a word to 
say concerning English efforts ei- 
ther to earry on the war or at the 
peace conference, or at least in the 
matter of conducting economic 
warfare. No German longer den- 
ies that the Brest-Litovsk treaty 
of peace is the chief obstacle to 
the formation of such a group.”’ 

Bernhard admits that the trea- 
ty cannot be annulled, but he 
lays stress on the view recently 
outlined by Dr. Solf, the German 
minister for colonies, that the 
treaty is only a frame to be filled 
in the fiture, and adds. 

“The originally planned com- 
munity of interests of the border 
states with Germany is of subsidia- 
ry importance compared with the 
absolutely necessary relationship 
between Germany and Russia: atid 
the Asiatic Block attached to Rus- 
sia. . . . Instead of creating new 
kingdoms at this critical time we 
should concern ourselves with the 
laying of the foundation for a 
European alliance of nations with- 
out which the league of nations of 
the entire world which have been 
advocated by many would be no- 
thing but a deceptive label for 
Anglo-Saxon world domination.’ 

Bernhard says that the original 
idea of the treaty was that conces- 
sions could be made in exchange 
for concessions from England, but 
that as it is now clear there is no 
outlook for peace by agreement 
these concessions should be made 


to Russia.

No Sugar in Tea if You Oall For 
Pie or Dessert. 


—_—o-— 


The new sugar regulations of 
the Canada Food Board out down 
the consumption of sugar 60 per 
cent of what was used during the 
past year. It states that not more 
than two pounds may be used for 
the serving of ninety meals, which 
is to include that used for cooking 
as well as sweetening. 

The usual lump of sugar weighs 
one sixth of an ownee. Thé usual 


an ounce, Figuring two pounds 
for every ninety meals, will mean 
that public eating places will not 
serve more than one lump of sugar 
for the sweetening of the bevera- 
ge, and sweet drinks, will be cut 
down to less than one teaspoonful, 
say local restaurant men. 

Ninety meals to be covered by 
two pounds means less than one 
third of an ounce may be used per 
meal. A piece of pie, dish of por- 
ridge, fresh fruit, puddings or any 
dessert requires fully a third of an 
ounce, ‘so that it will be seen when 
a desert is eaten, no sugar may be 
expected served with the bever- 
age.. 

The new order will call for dras- 
tic changes on the part of local 
public house owners. 

The new regulations allocating 
the amount of sugar used in the 
publie eating places are going to 
prove especially severe to those 
affected with the sweet tooth. 

The Canada Food Board finds 
that the extreme shortage of sugar 
makes it compulsory to take this 
drestic action, in order to assure a 
good supply for the fighting men. 
The United States has already put 
into effect a new regulation.’ The 
new order here goes into effect af 
er Sept. Ist. 

It is understood that the United 
States controls the entire sugar 
market his year, having bought up 
every available pound throughout 
the world. It is they who are al- 
lotting to each country the quan- 
tity which is considered necessary 
for the upkeep of armed forces. 
After each country receives this 
quota the balance goes to civilian 
consumption. 

Each govenment is attempting 
to regulate the daily rations in 
such a way so as to prevent entire 
depletion of the supply. It is nee- 
essary that the human body have 
sugar in order to keep the blood 
in normal condition, and to permit 
sugar supply to become entirely 
exhausted would work and ex- 
treme hardship. 

The next move of the food board 
is to control the sale of sugar to 
private homes, This is expected 
to occur within the next thirty 
days or soon after the public eat- 
ing places have been put under 
proper control. 

Sugar purchase certificates have 
already been supplied to most of 
the publie places, which include 
stores of all kinds. Refiners, brok- 
ers, Wholesale and retail dealers, 
are prohibited from selling or de- 
livering sugar to any person for 
the manufacture of any product 
or to any person or firm using su- 
gar for commercial purposes, in- 
cluding hotels, restaurants, ice 
cream parlors, soda fountains, etc. 
without first having signed this 
certificate, and must not sell any 
amount greater than which in 
addition to the total used by such 


teaspoonfull weighs one third of! 


person from the date given in this 
certificate and in stock will make 
an equal amount to the allocation 
as set forth. Bach purchase. must 
be recorded and signed for at the 
time of purchase on the reverse 
side of the certificate, 

Retail dealers are prohtbited 
from the making of sales of sugar 
to the manufacttirers unless spe- 
cial written permission has been 
granted by the food board. 

fhe following bulletin whieh 
speaks for itself, was received to- 
day by the local restaurant own- 
ers, 

August 7 °1918. 


To public Eating Hotse Licensees. 


In allocating the amount of su- 
gar to be used in the public eat- 
ing place which you operate, the 
allocation has been made in ac- 
cordance with the following reg- 
ulation of the Canada Food Board. 

‘On and after the first day of 
September and until further not- 
ice the amount of sugar to be used 
in a public eating place shall not 
exceed two pounds for every nin- 
ety meals served (for afl purposes 
including the sweetening of bev- 
erages and cooking), and the all- 
otment of sugar to publie eating 
places shall be not more than 60 
per cent of the average monthly 
quantity of sugar used during the 
year ending December 31st 1917. 
Provided however, that if the all- 
otment given does not equal 2 
pounds per ninety meals served, 
the licensee may make written ap- 
plication for a further allotment.’’ 

You will plase take notice that 
you must not use more than two 
pounds of sugar for every ninety 
meals served and that your purch- 
ase of sugar should not exceed 
this amount. You are requested 
to carefully observe this regula- 
tion and to be prepared to substa- 
ntiate any request for further all- 
otments of sugar supplying a 
sworn statement of the number of 
meals served. Your attention is 
directed to the definition of the 
word ‘‘meal’’ in order No. 46. 
clause D, section 1. 

Persons operating au ice cream 
parlor or soda fountain in connec- 
tion with their public eating 
places must observe the restri- 
etions on the amount of sugar to 
be used in such ice cream parlor 
or soda fountain as set out in or- 
der 54. The sugar alloted for this 
purpose is in conformity to that 
order. Sugar certificates for 
your use in making purchases of 
sugar after September 1J is enclos- 
ed harewith.

Sugar Rations 
—Oo— 

While the new regulations gov- 
erning the use of sugar may at 
first appear to create unnecessary 
inconvenience, it must be borne in 
mind that the restrictions would 
not be imposed unless they were 
absolutely necessary. Until the 
new order war promulgated, the 
allowance in Canada was seven 
pounds per person per month. 
Now it is to be reduced to two 
pounds. There is no shortage in 
the world’s supply of sugar, the 
difficulty is one of ear naan 
only. As the Toronto Globe | 
points out in discussing the new 
regulation man should have a 
comparatively easy job. He isn't 
supposed ‘to be strong on sweets 
and ices and toothsome delicacies 
which fascinate femininity. He 
ought tobe able, without much 
effort to sacrifice sugar in his tea} 
and coffee, or at least to reduce 
the size of the lump he uses. Out- 
side of the voracious — fellow 
who piles quantities on his fruit

The problem is really one for the 
good women-——particularly for ef 
ficient housewives.
